Describes Shooting. 

“T was walking along Church street. 
The knife was closed and wrapped up 
in a handkerchief in my pocket. I 
had to cut across the Allen grounds 
and Barney Allen (Bona Jr., brother | 
of John) ran: out with a Winches- 
ter. His wife was with him. I 
know it wasn’t a .22. It looked like 
a 48. The woman said: ‘Shoot him, | 
Barney, and if you can't shoot him 
give me the gun. I'll shoot him.’ 
I was paralyzed. I was looking right 
into the barrel of that gun. I said: 
‘Mr. Allen, please, I was just in the | 
road coming from those nigger 
houses. . But he cursed me and ehot 
at me and told me to get off his 
land. The wind of the bullet blew off 
my hat. Then they locked me up in 
jail.

VARNA 


Resort City. 


For two decades, carefree vaca- 
tionists from the Balkans have played 
on the beaches and among the gay 
concessions of Varna, Bulgaria, un- 
aware that a wrecked German sub- 
marine, recently discovered, lay on,the 
bottom of the harbor waters. _ 

“Varna, famous as a seaside play- 
ground, also is one of the leading ports 
on the Black sea.coast,” says a bulle- 
tin from the WaShington, D. C., head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. 

“In spite of frequent strokes of 
ill fortune that have nearly destroyed 
its trade, it has, as often staged a 
strong comeback. Varna was formerly 
the eastern terminus of the Orient 
railway and_ travelers and freight 
destined to Istanbul (Constantinople) 
were there transforred to Black sea 
ships. Since the extension of the rail- 
way to Istanbul, however, most trav- 
elers complete the journey by fast 
through trains. 


Suffered Again. 

“Again Varna suffered when Bul- 
garias important grain-producing re- 
gion of southern Dobruja was turned 
over to Rumania in 1913 by treaty. 
The grain now is shipped through Ru- 
manian ports on the Danube and the 
Black sea, instead of through Varna. 

“Varna has recently been elbowed 
out of position as Bulgaria's chief 
Black sea port by Burgas, with its 
more favorable southern location and 
its cheaper freight rates to the in- 
terior. Burgas is smaller than Varna. 
Its population is only 36,000, com- 
pared to Varna’s 70,000. In 1933 
Burgas attracted over twice as many 
ships. 

“Varna, however, has nearly turned 
defeat into victory. Although many 
of its wharves became idle and store- 
houses vacant with the loss of trade, 
many miles of fine roads have been 
built in the neighborhood and attrac- 
tive villas, and well-equipped bath- 
houses have increased, thus reviying 
to some extent its former prestige. 
Today it is rapidly becoming one of 
the most popular watering places on 
the west coast of the Black sea. It 
may be merely Bulgaria's second port, 
and her third city in size, being out- 
ranked by Sofia and Plovdiv (Philip- 
popolis), but it is the country’s pre- 
mier seaside resort. Its a Oe 
ing sandy beach is one of the best in 
Europe. Fach summer it attracts 
about 50,000 visitors. Many come 
from adjacent Rumania, and from 
Austria, Hungary, Czechoslovakia and 
Poland.

BEAST BARRACKS WEST POINT, N. Y., Jnly 22.—This season 


AT WEST POINT of the year is known as beast barracks at the 
United States Military Academy. The origin of the term is lost but 
the meaning is not hard, to arrive at, for the season is devoted to the 
preliminary education of the new class of cadets, 565 of them at this 
time. The cadet handbook, “Bugle Notes,’ defines a beast as a new 
cadet and a term so harsh it undoubtedly originated back in the days 
of strenuous physical hazing when the pressure on the bewildered plebe 
was much heavier than now. 

The new plebes come in July, in civvies, to begin a year of disci- 
pline and work so exacting that some of them, as always happens, will 
put by their uniforms, choke back the tragedy of failure and check out 
of the military academy without ever having been recognized by the 
upper classmen. Recognition comes at the end of the plebe year and 
is given with a bit of ceremony. Just after the graduation parade the 
corps marches into the central area, the front ranks are given about 
‘face, and the upper classmen extend their hands to the plebes who then 
achieve the status of uman béings with human feelings. 


PLEBES ARE TAUGHT The beasts are now largely in the hands of 
TABLE ETIQUETTE upper classmen, who are teaching them 
squads east, the anatomy of the musket and something about the code 
and traditions of the corps. The lessons also include some impersonal 
suggestions regarding knife-and-fork etiquette, for West Point cadets are 
drawn from various surroundings and it is part of the routine to instruct 
those who need it, by example and suggestion, in the approved official 
method of conveying food from the plate to the countenance. 

At the table throughout his first year the plebe speaks only when 
an upper classman addresses him or when it is necessary for him to ask 
for something such as the butter or the salt. His back must not touch 
the back of his chair at any time in the plebe year and he must not lift 
his eyes from his plate except to face a superior who has spoken to him. 
For the purposes of table conversation he must memorize several small 
pages from ‘‘Bugle Notes,” largely nonsense, which he will be called on 
to recite from time to time at the whim of any upper classman at the 
board. For example, an upper classman may sing out, “Mr. Ducrot,” 
which is a general name applied to plebes, ‘‘what is the definition of 
leather?” To this the plebe answers, usually in a flat, strong voice,

chemical combination ensues; the gelatinous tissue of the skin is con- 
verted into a non-putrescable substance, impervious to and insoluble in 
water; this, sir, is leather.”

GOVERNMENT CLAIMS

MADRID, Thursday, July 23.— 
(UP)—Government troops recaptured 
eight important positions formerly held 
by rebel forces, the ministry of inte- 
rior announced early today. 

The cebels were said to have been 
routed from Toledo, Guadalajara, Al- 
mansa, La Granja, Hellin, La Linea,

Roosevelt’s Order 
On Postmasterships 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—(AP) 
The text of President Roosevelt’s 
executive order making the future 
appointment of first, second and 
third class postmasters subject to 
civil service examination, follows: 


“By virtue of and pursuant to the |

Giving new details of the sanguin- 
ary rebellion in their localities, Amer- 
ican consuls at Barcelona and Malaga 
reported to the State Department to- 
day that the senior - administrative 
authorities of those cities had an- 
nounced their inability to guarantee 
the safety of Americans and other 
foreigners because of the serious situ- 
ation prevailing in both areas. 

Secretary Hull's revelation that this 
government might move to reassign 
naval vessels permanently to Euro- 
pean waters was madé during an ex- 
planation to newsmen that the war- 
ships were ordered to Spain because 
reports indicated that the situation 
there was becoming increasingly seri- 
ous. 


His action was taken after a con- 
ference with Admiral William H. 
Standley, acting secretary of the 
navy. Asked if they discussed the 
question as to whether the European 
situation in general warranted the re- 
establishment of a naval squadron in 
European waters, the secretary of 
state said it was a matter still in the 
future but that government officials 
were not unmindful of that phase of 
the general world situation. 

The American European naval 
squadron was discontinued in 1929 
at the request of the state depart- 
ment. The navy at that time was rep- 
resented as being reluctant to with- 
draw its two cruisers assigned to that 
duty. Nevertheless, the contention of 
the state department that the then 
stabilized conditions in Europe no 
longer warranted their presence pre- 
vailed. 

Up to that time it had been the 
custom for many years to maintain 
two or three cruisers and several de- 
stroyers on permanent duty in Euro- 
pean waters. Navy officers, informed 
tonighto f Secretary Hull's words, 
said it would be solely up to the state 
department whether a European 
squadron is to be re-established.

Despite mounting totals in deaths 
and new cases of infautile paralysis 
in Alabama, Tennessee and Missis- 
sippi, bealth authorities Wednesday 
favored the new nasal spray as a more 
effective weapon than state-wide 
quarantine. 


A check late Wednesday showed 240 
stricken and 16 dead in the three 
states as a result of six new cases and 
one additional death—a 32-year-old 
Birmingham negro. 

Dr. J. N. Baker, state heafth of- 
ficer, expressed confidence the out- 
break would be checked if the public 
co-operated in the mass spraying cam- 
~~ inaugurated two weeks ago. 

e said this campaign offered more 
hope of success than a_ state-wide 
quarantine, especially if the public 
would ‘ ‘spray, and stop migrating and 
congregating. 

Alabama now has 183 cases and 12 
deaths, Tenmessee 44 cases and 4 
deaths, and Mississippi 13 and go 
deaths. The latest case in Tennéssee 
was reported Wednesday from Camp- 
bell county in the easterm part of the 
state, hitherto unaffected. 

Ray Crow, Alabama WPA director, 
was authorized by Washington Wed- 
nesday to enroll 31 unemployed train- 
ed nurses to assist health authorities 
in their fight. Crow also was given 
; funds to purchase 66 dozen atomizers 
and 2,200 pints of the picrie acid- 
alum spray to spray the hundreds of 
WPA workers in Alabama. 

Crow said 21 of the nurses would be 
sent to 10 Alabama counties which 
do not have organized health units, 
while the others would aid organized 
units, and handle clerical work at the 
central headquarters of the health de- 
partment at Montgomery.

impossible for anyone to fall down it 
for any distance. In fact, it was as- 
serted that such a staircase could not 
have collapsed. One story had it that 
she was poisoned and that her body 
was laid at the foot of the stairway 
in such a position as would indicate 
a fall. But, if such stories were true, 
why should she of her own accord 


that particular day? 

Some historians reject entirely the 
belief that Dudley had any hand in 
her death. At any rate, he did not 
show her the honor even of attending 
her funeral, which courtesy he prob- 
ably would have shown her had he 
| wished to cover up the criminal knowl- 
edge of her murder. If he did have 
her killed, his purpose was clearly to 
free himself to marry the queen, Dut 
this desire was never fulfilled. Al- 
though she had him created Earl of 
Leicester and at Kenilworth allowed 
him to entertain her with great mag- 
nificence, Elizabeth refused to share 
her throne with him. 

He took two wives after the sone 
edy at Cummor Hall. Retaining the 
queen’s favor, he was appointed com- 
mander of the English army sent 
against the Spaniards and captain 
general of the forces sent to resist 
the Spanish armada. Elizabeth also 
presented him the castle of Kenil- 
worth. ans 

The circumstances of his wife’s 
death will ever remain one of the most 
vexing riddles of English history.

Life insurance payments to Georgia 
policyholders and beneficiaries totaled 
$31,100,000 in 1935, or $85,200 a day, 
a special compilation by the National 
Underwriter, weekly insurance news- 
paper, revealed yesterday. 

This huge sum represents an aver- 
age payment of $10.70 for each citizen 
and is 26 per cent more than the 
WPA’s expenditure of $24,690,000 in 
the state last year. Georgia ranked 
twenty-first in life payments among 
all states, while it is fourteenth in 
size of population.

INSURANCE PAYMENTS 
REDUCED SINCE 1935 
CHICAGO, July 22.—(#)—Life in- 
surance payments totaling almost 
three billions of dollars were made to 
policyholders and ‘beneficiaries in the 
United States and Canada _ during 
1935, the insurance magazine, the Na- 
tional Underwriter, reported today. 
The exact figure was given as $2,- 
908,653,302. This was $200,000,000 
below the 1934 total, $3,101,525,930. 


The reduction since last year was 
due to two reasons, the magazine said: 
First, “because of the decided improve- 
ment in business and general economic 
conditions,” fewer persons had to stop 
payments and cash in on their poli- 
cies; and second, prevailing low inter- 
est rates on investments cut down 
dividends. 

The 1935 payments, the magazine 
continued, boosted the five-year total 
to nearly $16,000,000,000, or “over 
$10,000,000 for every working day.”
